TURK15Y RA1SIXG PROVEN PROFITABLE. 


According to tho United States Department of 


-Agriculture, there Is no goad reason why tho rais- 


ing of these Lucullan birds should not be lucrative. 
In Farmers' Bulletin No. 200, T. F. McQrow, a "Fed- 
eral expert of noto, declares: 


"There Is no other kind of live stock that will 


return so largo a profit to tho successful producer 
as will poultry; and no kind of poultry Is more 
profitable than, turkeys when properly handled." In 
this comprehensive, publication, the Department of 
Agriculture has emphasized tho fact that the fail- 
ures made by raisers wore due to their Ignorance 
of the business. Jt is not a tyro's task. The bul- 
letin demonstrates tho fundamental Importance of 
selecting hardy stock and avoiding tho undermining 
of the fowls' vitality by Inbroodlng. 
Success de- 


pends upon giving tho young poults proper shelter 


. at night nnd plenty of room to run around in by 


day. 
Turkeys arc very suscoptlblo to taking- fatal 


colds. 
Their mortality through neglect of sanitary 


precautions frequently runs so high as to result only 
in loss to tho raiser on his year's returns. 
With 


proper care a. flock of these birds can bo made to 
yield fat profits to even' studious farmer. 
That 


many have met with loss Is duo to tho fact that 
they have not studied tho science of turkey raising 
In a thorough manner. In somo localities In Cali- 
fornia tho hoat of summer is too high, whlla tho 


damp tulo fog of lato fall In the Interior Is equally 
fatal. 
An equable climate and a light, sandy soil 


affords tho most salubrious conditions for low mor- 
tality among these feathered aristocrats. 


i WHERE MOST OF OUR TURKEYS COME FROM. 


At the present time. Tehama and Tularo counties 


are the banner districts for turkeys. 
There they 


ore allowed wide range over the stubble Helds and 
are driven in largo droves to tho trains. In splta of 
tho long 
haul to market, tho raisers In these 


counties get the best returns. By wholesale meth- 
ods they aro able to minimize their losses, the pro- 
portion of which would be ruinous 5o the small 
scale producer. 
Far the greater amount sold at 


tho market stalls are Imported from middle' west- 
ern states. California, with all Its climatic advan- 
tages, still has to depend upon the more thrifty 
residents ot the Mississippi valley for the bulk of 
the tonnage- of turkeys consumed.

land" In the middle ot the estuary, 


lauiichmen on the Oakland Inner har- 
bor will, in a short time, see queer, 
pipe-like arrangements rising from the 
water. 
And they will dodge them aa 


they would other launches. 
For then it will bo a 


common thing to run across one of the navy's "steel 
fishes" In the Oakland estuary. 


This is the prediction of the ship builders now 


engaged on mammoth merchant vessels, and soon to 
Btart work, according to the word received here, on 
naval con-tracts. 
-It Is assured that a number of 


submarines will bo constructed by the Union Iron 
>Vorks estuary plant, and in the meantime plans are 
under way for making o£ the "made land," dredged 


j In the estuary, an island, to serve as a naval base 


or arsenal, or a supply station. And, with the new 
naval base at San L.eandro bay ("which naval men 
say is considerably more than a mere possibility"), 
the estuary will become the naval center of this 
part of Uncle Sam's- coast defense. 
Warships will 


pass the now bascule bridges to be constructed 
-p 


where the present slow swing bridges are now, and 
past the island made oE the land taken from the 
bottom of the harbor to make its, new channel. The 
estuary will be California's Kiel canal, where ships, 
sheltered from any possible approach of an enemy, 
and within easy striking distance in time of trouble, 
will be in wait for any enemies that may menace 
the coast. 
The great shipyards will not only build 


new ships, but be ready to make quick repairs when 
the vessels have not time to go to the government 
yards at Mare Island. 
e 


This is' not a vision—-naval men say it is practi- 


cally a certainty. 
'The island is now building, a 


naval board is on its way to inspect tho naval base 
site, and the shipyards are now at work preparing 
for the construction of the new government vessels. 


JN'EW SUBMEItSIBIvES. 


The now submarines will be by far the most in- 


teresting of the craft to be constructed for tho de- 
fense of the coast, and on these the greatest pains 
will be lavished. 
Since the wonderful achievements 


of the submarines of the German navy, it is real- 
ized.-'more and more that in this type of vessel lies 
one of the coast's greatest and most practical safe- 
guards. 
' 


Tho new submarines being planned by the naval 


engineers not only embody all the improvements of 
the modern European submerslbles, but have also a 
large number of improvements, the result of Amer- 
ican inventive ingenuity, several of which are kept 
a. deep secret. 


The new submarines are far larger than those 


which marked the beginning of this type of con- 
structl^i. 
The submarine of today can nowadays 


submerge in one minute, and come to the surface in 
a minute and a half. The boats are declared to be 
able to submerge to the depth of 400 feet, although 
guaranteed only for'200. 
The advantage of deep 


submergence Is that a submarine otherwise can be 
seen -from above by enemy aeroplanes. 


The new submarines have two periscopes, and are 


electrically steered. 
The navigator can work from 


the .bridge when the boat is above water or, when 
submerged, can be operated-and controlled from the 
conning tower or underneath. 


The Important feature of the 'new typo of sub- 


marine is Its large cruising- radius, the vessels now- 
adays being able to travel milea without putting 
into port for supplies. The recent trips of U-boats 
and the Beutschland across the Atlantic first dem- 
onstrated this, but the American submersibles have 
been designed to better this. 
Carrying a crew of 


twenty-two men and two officers, one of the new 
boats mado a. submerging test, proving that the men 
can Jive in the boat, submerged, for forty-five days. 


The 
world-famous Deutschland, great 
freight 


diver, is almost a duplicate of one of the largest of 
American-built boats, the Isaac Feral, constructed 
by a private firm' for the Spanish navy. The naval 
boats of America, however, have a large number of 
Improvements unknown to the private builders or 
to foreign powers. 


ASIKRIOA TO FORE. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the crown for sub- 


marine building has been placed on the inventive 
head of the German, the fact remains that the very 
many mechanical devices now in use on the great 
ocean-going submarines are the fundamental Ideas 
and Inventions of Americans. 


An agitation has been kept alive by various 


critics that the United States has no real good sub- 
stantial ocean-going submarines. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that more than a year before the German 
U-boat Deutschland mado her spectacular appear-

anco in American waters, after a hazardous Journey 
from 
Bremen, a licet of ocean-going submarine* ' 


built by an American boat corporation delivered tft 
the KngllHh government, via Canada, many ocean- 
going submarines which crossed the Atlantic under 
their own power. 
In these submarines were em» 


bodied all tho wonderful mechanical devices that 
have made the Gorman U-boats, In the minds of all 
tho people, so wonderful. 


In speaking of tho submarine building, Mr. Carso, 


president of tho Submarine Boat Corporation, said: 


EHS EFFICIENT. 


It might bo well for tho people of tho United 


States to know some plain facts in connection 
with submarine boats and that ia that the mis- 
guided preparedness enthusiasts have kept In 
tho background that tho best and most efficient 
submarines In tho world are designed and built 
In tho United States. 
'When the present sub- 


marine equipment of the United States navy 
was delivered 'to and accepted by the govern- 
ment, It constituted tho most efficient under- 
water ueot In tho navies of the world, and was 
so admitted by foreign powers, but, unfortu- 
nately, our government saw fit to stop right 
there, while other governments continued to 
order moro and better and larger boats, which. 
naturally reduced tho comparative efficiency of 
our equipment very considerably, until It has 
called forth tho criticism which, unfortunately. 
has boon applied to tho equipment rather than 
where it belonged — tho stand-still policy. 


Tho American people need have no fear of 


any lack of ability on the part of tho American 
manufacturers to produce underseas war craft 
that is superior to anything In the world, and 
now that tho people are standing behind, and 
both political parties are pledged to a real pre- 
paredness movement, and have backed up their 
judgment .with appropriations approximating 
$700,000,000, which swoops out of the back door 
tho old "stand-still" policies, It will be but a 
comparatively short time before the people of 
this country will bo given an opportunity of 
Judging for themselves the value and merit of 
their own inventions so long and so strongly 
recognized by foreign governments.

would not bo exaggerating to say that 
there has never been a larger stretch 


of moro beautiful summerland than the territory 
drained by tho branches of the Feather river. Tho 
cast branch of the Feather river and Indian creek 
canyon aro grand and awe-lnsplrlng, yet beautiful, 
with their rugged walls half concealed by llvo oaks 
and manzanita. Interspersed 
with 
majestic 
pines 


nnd spruce trees. Some of the canyon walla tower 
two thousand to three thousand and five hundred 
feet above Indian creek, through which rushes a 
blundering stream, over great boulders and rocky 
barrlors in swirling rapids and beautiful'cascades, 
resting at Intervals In still, deep pools .before re- 
newing its struggle to escape from the towering 
mountain waiis that threaten to obstruct its way. 


The Utnh Construction Company has the con- 


tract to construct the railroad. 
The road Is to bo 


twenty-six miles long. 
There are two hundred 


men employed and grading is now In process. The 
road is to be completed by October 15. This road 
is to connect with the Western Pacific at Iron Bar, 
which place Is to be made Into a town. There arc 
many attractions at Iron Bar for a summer resort, 
as tho boating, swimming and fishing arc excellent, 
tho scenery grand and the natural mineral springs 
an attraction for health seekers. 


Indian Falls, whlcn tho road passes through. is 


In tho very heart of the primitive. 
Here tho depot 


will be built -where the sawmill now standn. 
The 


sawmill will be moved up the hill about one hun- 
drod. and fifty feet. 
The scenery surrounding the 


town is unequaled anywhere In the Feather river 
region, nnd tho placo Is a popular health and sum- 
mer resort. 
A flrst-class tourist hotel was built 


in 1012. This town Is also very attractive for sum- 
mer homes. 
Tho town is built on a plateau, sur- 


rounded 
by 
high mountains, about two hundred 


feet above Indian creek, which Mows around tho 
town In a V-shaped bend. 
The railroad 
follows 


tho creek, thus making a distance of about a rnllo 
through the town. 
The stream has a f a l l of 360 


feet In a mllo and at tho town the rapids terminate 


at the beautiful Indian Falls, from which the, town 
derives its name. 
Below 
the 
falls several lar^o 


pools occur that 'afford good-boating and bathing. 
The scenery along the stream in grand. 
Above the 


falls It flows for throe miles through a deep gorges, 
with canyon walla 2500 to 3500 foot high. 
There 


are no less than sixty mineral springs In an area 
of forty acres at the west side of the town. 
Theso 


springs isRue from the summit, sides and bane of 
a tufa hill. 
They vary greatly in chemical com- 


position and degree of concentration. 
Komo arc 


carbonated soda springs, very effervescent and use- 
ful for stomach and kidney troubles. 
Somo of tho 


springs aro impregnated with 
soda and sulphur 


and aro used externally for skin diseases and rheu- 
matism; they aro natural bathing pools, ten to fif- 
teen fc.et In diameter and about three feet deep. 
Some (of tho springs contain magnesium carbonate 
and sulphate and others arc strongly impregnated 
with Iron. 


Four miles above Indian Falls, at tho Cook ranch, 


the canyon wldons out Into a. Inrgo, f e r t i l e valley, 
called Indian valley. This i:i one of tho largest of 
the numerous valleys. 
It i» situated in tho north-

has its headquarters. 
Oreonvlllo ia also well known 


for itH many mlncn, some ot which aro being worked 
at tho present time. 


Indian valley produces immense crops of.'grain 


and hay and marketed at the highest prices e%'ery 
year. 
This valley is one of the few wheat districts 


in California where tho climate and the soil pro- 
duce a grain 
having sufficient substance to mill 


the highest grade flour without its having to be 
mixed with Canadian or Middle West wheat. There 
has seldom been a shortage of crops in this sec- 
tion. 
Oata, which arc grown very extensively, ar* 


plump and heavy, being particularly adapted io 
the manufacture of oatmeal and other 
foodstuff. 


Vegetables grow abundantly here, as the altitude 
is just great enough to give them that freshness 
and staying quality 
difficult to attain in warmer 


climates without the late frosts nnd early snows 
that visit the higher portions of the state. 


This is also a great dairy land, the creamery In 


Taylorsville having n capacity of a thousand pounds 
of butter a day.

III.—THOMAS HART BENTON 


WILLIAM DAY SSMONDS 


CITIZEN'S of California, In common with 


all residents of the Pacific coast, havo 
every reason to honor the memory of 
Thomas Hart Benton. 
It would be 


but simple justice1 to erect a monument 
upon our City Hall plaza to the first 


United States Senator who really underatood the 
relation of this coast to the development of Amer- 
ica aa a world power, 
At a period when Daniel 


Webster andi tho great men of the east were oppos- 
ing the acquisition of territory west of the Tlocky 
Mountains on the ground that "we do not want an 
acre of that wild, and Inhospitable region, a country 
of ica and Polar bears," Bonton was plendlngr for 
the two oceans as tho proper boundary of the re- 
public. In the course of a memorable debate, point- 
Ing westward with emphatic gestures, he exclaimed: 
'/There lies India.'1 These words are inscribed upon 
Benton's monument in St. Louis. 
They suggest a 


world vision far in advance of tho age In which he 
lived. 


Senator Benton was a politician of the old type, 


an incarnation of the pioneer west. 
Bluff, hearty, 


brave", independent—a firm friend and a fierce en- 
emy—a ferocious advocate of whatever ha believed 
true, an equally ferocious opponent of all he consid- 
ered^ false—such a man was the great Mlssourian, 
who served his country and state for thirty years 
(1820-1850) in the National Senate. 


Numerous anecdotes Illustrating his overtowering 


self-confidence are at hand—some of these are so 
characteristic of the man that even In a brief sketch 
they must not be omitted. 


Czar Nicholas was, at the time, the moat cel- 


ebrated ruler in Europe. 
Some one was telling how 


strangers knelt in his presence. Turning to Benton, 
the speaker said: 
"I suppose, Senator, that you 


would not think of kneeling to the czar?" 
With 


great dignity, Benton replied: 
"No, air! 
No, sir! 


An American kneels only to God and woman." 


A "QUAKRE1J." 
' 


A fellow Senator once referred in debate to what 


he called a "quarrel" of Bentqn's. 
This led to a 


reply which, in those days of duelling, might well 
lead a. timid man to caution. 
"Mr. President, Sir, I 


never quarrel; but I sometimes fight, Sir; and when- 
ever I fight, '& funeral follows." 


There was apparently no linxSt to the great man's 


egotism. When asked by his jlubllsher how large an 
edition-of his "Thirty Years' View of the Course o£ 
Congressional Legislation" it was best to Issue, the 
reply must have amused, and astonished, the ques- 
tioner. 
"Ascertain, sir, by the last census, how 


many men, women and children 
In the United 


States know how to read." 


Benton died In 1S5S, believing that his fame ns 


one of the most eminent of American statesmen was 
secure. 
But that mysterious destiny which 
lifts 


some men into undeserved prominence and buries 
other equally deserving men beneath the shadows of 
forgetfulness has dealt harshly with the Senator 
from Missouri. 
Nearly a half-century of 
distin- 


guished public service, the powerful advocacy of 
measures of great permanent value to the country, 
absolute devotion to the Union, views upon national 
and international questions far ahead of those held, 
by his renowned contemporaries—all seem without 
avail to save his name from swift oblivion. Not one 
American in ten today can write so much as a 
thumb-nail sketch of this man's public career. 


EAlUjY IvAND LAWS; 


Benton was one oE the earliest and most effective, 


advocates of just land laws—laws enabling actual 
settlors to secure homesteads by pre-emption. With 


dogged determination he forced upon Congress his 
views on this subject, in season and out of season, 
until most of the reforms he championed became a 
part, and, indeed, tho larger part, of our land sys- 
tem; yet his jifuna Js seldom mentioned in this con- 
nection. 
Devoting: laborious years to the study of 


that most perplexing- problem, the money question, 
lie became an authority upon national finance, and 
was popularly known as "Old Bullion," We owe to 
him, more than to any other statesman, the present 
sub-treasury system of the United States. This fact 
seems to have been forgotten. 
To Leland Stanford 


the credit Is usually given of originating the project 
which led to a railroad, across the continent. With, 
all respect to the progressive Callfornian, it may be 
remembered that Senator Benton proposed and ad- 
vocated the building of such a road when Iceland 
Stanford was nothing more than an obscure Mich- 
igan lawyer, who had probably never given an hour's 
thought to this or any other plan for the upbuilding 
of the Pacific Coast. 


William H. Howard is rightly honored as the great 


champion of the Pacific Northwest In our national 
councils. But -why not give Thomas H. Benton due, 
praise as our earliest representative upon the floor 
of Congress. When Seward was nothing more than, 
a young: New York politician, Benton—already a 
national figure—was upon every occasion the out- 
spoken friend of tho Pacific slope—untlerstandvnir 
our needs and pleading- our cause with wisdom and 
success. 
Surely that monument upon the plaza 


would be eminently just and proper. 


Eenton's domestic life was Ideal. His love for hla 


charming, yet self-willed, daughter, Jessie Benton 
Fremont, and for his invalid wife, reads like an old- 
time tale of chivalry. 
The unfortunate Mrs. Ben- 


ton never recovered from a paralytic stroke which, 
in middle life, fatally Impaired her mind, but she 
always recognized her husband and loved to be near 


• him. Upon one occasion Senator Benton was enter- 
taining a company of distinguished public men, in- 
cluding a foreign prince, when Mrs. Benton, some- 
what en deshabille, entered the room. 
Seeing his 


poor wife, he arose and, taking- her tenderly by tho 
hand, led her forward, saylnK with grave dignity: 
"Gentlemen, Mrs,, Benton." Then placing a hassock 
for her by his chair, he resumed his seat and, leav- 
ing one of his hands In hers, calmly went on with 
the conversation, appearing not to notice that his 
gracious loyalty to an afflicted wife had moved hU 
friends to tears. This incident deserves a place In 
the archives of love. 


Saving Fuel 


It is generally assumed that very llttlo effort ia 


made at the front to prevent waste of supplies, but, 
like most generalizations, this is far from being ac- 
curate. 


To Indicate what can tie done In the important di- 


rection of saving fuel oil—now many times more, 
expensive than It 'was before the war, and a material 
that Is absolutely assential for our oil burning ships 
of war—the fact Is worth recording that at a cer- 
tain repair depot, "somewhere in France," all tho 
waste lubricating oil, and dirty paraffin that has 
been used for cleaning engines, Is mixed together 
to form a fuel that is used in tho oil burning melt- 
ing furnaces in the foundry. By so doing, it has 
been found possible to eliminate fuel oil requisi- 
tions altogether, excellent results being obtained 
from a substitute that, since It is a waste product, 
costs the country nothing. 


Aerial Trick Thati: 


Uet'ore the war exhibition flights In which "looping 


tho loop" was the great attraction packed our aero- 
drome grounds with holiday sightseers. The perform- 
ances at that time were considered nothing- but a 
frenlc of nerves and reckless daring—a "circus trick" 
-*-but nothing more. Its possible utility was scoffed 
at. The war has changed that. "Looping the, loop" 
has proved to ho a very valuable air battle'evolu- 
tion. 
By "loopIfTB" the loop" a British aviator lias 


brought about the defeat and destruction of an ene- 
my sea plane last July. 


Hallum, the aviator, was patrolling In the air off 


Ostend. 
When he'was at a height of twelve thou- 


sand feet he noticed about five hundred feet below 
him a German sea plane. 
Shooting down at 
tho 


plane did not appeal to him, as aiming from a 
height at a movable object below would not meet 
with any success, so ho decided performing the 
"looping the loop," which would bring him below 
tho enemy. 
Tho German aviator noticed the trick 


and, aa thero was not the least prospect of escaping, 
he had to sivo battle. 
Well aware that he was a 


capital target for the British aviator, he moved in 
all directions to lessen tho danger of being hit, the 
British aviator following all the movements. 'The 
sea plane slid down and Hallum again looped the 
loop, coming about one hundred feet below the ene- 
my. 
The British pilot commenced firing and after 


a short battle, he hit the sea plane in its vital 
part, bringing it down headlong \n names.

carried at waist depth. 


As on the "collet" shapes, the collars are very 


largo and can he worn turned down or brought 
up to cover the lower part of the face. 
Though 


those., pictured here are ermine, kolinsky is the 
day fur, and lovely waist depth capes are seen of 
It. 
Mole fur also Is used for capes, which are 


seldom trimmed with a. long haired fur. 


Mole capes have sometimes a flat border edge ot 


ermine, also of seal. 
Seal coats have a border of 


mole or ermine. 


b'omo of the capes form the new mantalette shape, 


which Is loose and wrap-like, but are only hip 
depth. 
These are shaped in points, often on tho 


lower edge, and the sleeves, though extremely wide 
and flaring, give the short wrap a dolman shape 
in some views. 


Tile muffs to go with these capes are generally 


barrel or football shape, with all the variations of. 


keeping tho spirit of tho ancient headdresses of 
the various provinces. 


Only narrow strips of fur are seen on the new 


arm bags, as a rule. 
Embroidery plays the prin- 


cipal role, and failio or velvet Is the background 


of these reticules. When fur is used It Is -put on 
in encircling stripes, with embroidery or metal or 
silk thread between, pr tho multi-colored bead em-

FLY A 
AT 


How queer it is that many birds should exist which 


do not know how to fly, when tho Usual and favorite 
simile for any flight is that it is "just like a bird's!" 


It is also queer that other animals classified far 


differently from the birds should be equipped with 
very efficient wings. Yet, whoever thinks of com- 


(paring an aviator to a bat or a flying squirrel? 


But the fact remains that a host of bird species 


exist which are very indifferent flyers and accom- 
plish their migrations through feeble efforts; while 
the bat possesses remarkable, flying 
attainments 


which almost outrival those of the hummingbird, 
reputed to be the most powerful flyer in existence. 
It would appear that the animal accomplishments 
were strangely mixed at the time of their bestowal, 
for, besides flying animals, there are flying fishes, 
and birds that can swim! 


The flightless birds compose a larger group than 


seems possible when one first gives thought to them. 
Every one knows that many of the common fowls 
have fully developed foreiirnbs, but that they cannot 
use them for flight; and the ostrich, too, the largest 
bird in the xvorld today, is also unatle to fly. 


This inability is due to the degenerated form of 


their wings, for it is probable that the ancestors of 
this bird had their wings fully developed and could 
fly well. 


One of the best known of the flightless birds is

the penguin, confined in its residence to the south- 
ern hemisphere, known to some of the island natives 
as roclchoppers. 
Tho wings of this bird resemble 


paddles more than they do true wir.gs; they ars 
quilless and incapable of bending except at tha 
shoulder joint. A penguin can swim under water 
with all the ease and rapidity of a seal, and can 
catch fish with equal alacrity. 


An interesting and extraordinary instance of a 


flightless bird and a swimmer as well is the steamer 
duck, which occurs off the Straits of Magellan and 
around tho Falkland Islands. 
When, these ducks 


are young they possess powers of flight, says tho 
Philadelphia Record, but when they become adult 
they lose their flyrhg ability and gain proficiency as 
swimmers. 


MAXY AUK EXTIXCT. 


Within comparatively recent times many of the 


flightless birds have become extinct. The great auk, 
the one-time famous sea fowl of the North Atlantic 
Seas, bred in larg-o numbers on Funk Island less than 
a century ago. Man soon exterminated them, and 
now an egg In good condition will fetch $1200, and 
a museum skin of one of the birds nearly as much. 
The far-famed dodo, also extinct, was the possessor 
of wings which did not sustain it in flight. 


Of tho flying mammals, the flying squirrels, the 


flying lemurs and the hats are now too well known to 
deserve further attention. 
These nnlmals do not 


possess wings, of course, In tho sense that -wings are 


generally understood. The flying squirrels do not 
actually fly; they simply perform a sailing feat. 


The bats are true aviators, and, though their mem- 


branous wings are not to be compared structurally 
with those of a bird, yet they make possible this 
little animal's graceful curves in the air. 


Not so well known among the volant creatures aro 


the flying frogs and the flying lizard. 
The flying 


frog o£ Borneo was discovered by Alfred Russel 
Wallace, the great naturalist, and he says about It: 


"One of the most curious and interesting crea- 


tures which I met in Borneo was a large tree frog 
which waa brought to me by a Chinese workman. 
He assured me that he had seen it come down, in 
a slanting direction, from a high tree as if it Hew. 
On examining- it, I found the toes very long and 
fully webbed in their extremity, so that, when ex- 
panded, they offered a surface mud* larger than tho 
body. 
The forelegs were also bordered by a, mem- 


brane and the body was capable of considerable In- 
flation. The back and limbs were of a very shining 
green, the under surface and tho toes yellow, while 
the webs were black rayed with yellow. 


"The body was about four inches long, while the 


webs of each hind foot, when fully expanded, cov- 
ered a surface of four inches square, giving a sur- 
face of about IB square inches for all four feet. 
It 


is difficult to Imagine that this immense membrane 
of the toes can be for the purpose of swimming 
only, and the account of the Chinaman that it flew 
down from tho tree seems more credible." 


UNIQUE MAMMALS. 


The mammals that lay eggs are unique in nature, 


and are now being exterminated very rapidly. 
The 


duck-bill and the porcupine anteater, called famil- 
iarly the porcupine, are the only two forms of this 
class extant. 
The duck-bill-is an Australian from 


which lives on the banks of rivers and feeds upon 
the insects, worms and mollusks which it finds there. 
Soft, smooth and dense, its coat resembles that of 
an otter, while-Its tail is flattened and short like a 
beaver's. 
It has small eyes, and its most striking 


feature is a bill, which is broad and (iat like a. 
duck's. 


The eggs are about a half-inch across and three- 


quarters of an inch long-, the shells being white, 
tough and flexible, something after the order of a 
sea turtle's egg. 


The only other mammal in'the world that lays 


eggs is the porcupine anteater of Australia, it is 
most active after dark. 
It produces one egg at a 


time, which is relatively small, not larger than a 
sparrow's egg, and has a white, leathery shell, like 
that of a reptile. 


New York Is Not AIM 
Skyscrapers; Potatoes 
Raised fie Heart of City 


j HE romancers and poets, so fond of de- 


picting- New York as a sordid oity of 
skyscrapers and noisy traffic, where a 
plot of grass is a luxury and where 
a-PPle trees and furrowed fields are 
merely imagined, had better see to re- 


vising their literature. 
For a trip out to a certain 


part of this city, forty-five minutes from Borough 
Hall, fifty-five minutes from City Hall. 2v 
Tew York, 


would upset their theories in the most disconcerting 
fashion. 


Instead of tall buildings there are little white 


farm houses; instead of monotonous rows of tene- 
ments, great stretches of fields, devoted to the very 
productive purpose of potato-raising; instead of rac- 
ing- automobiles, car.eless, long-haired horses at- 
tached to typically rural rigs; instead of rumbling 
"I/1 trains, tho'cackling of hen's; instead oC hard 
municipal pavements, slim paths between sprightly 
green hedges. 


This peaceful, harmonious 'community is Flat- 


lands. It lies south of Vanderveer Park and is the 
southeast part of Flatbush. 
Quite strange to tho 


activities of tho enterprising realty corporations, 
it lias retained tho quaint, homely atmosphere of 
years gone by and Is composed for the most part 
of prosperous farms. 


Just what those farms and their produce mean to 


the city In which they arc located, just how vital it 
Is that they be carefully and intelligently tended, 
just what kind of returns good attention will bring, 
were brought strongly to tho attention of a reporter 
on a visit there. 
One of the largest farms of tho 


section la that of Andrew H. Suydarn, which occu- 
pies sixty-two acres. Mr. Suydam, who has devoted 
his life to the science of agriculture, is one o£ the 
most important contributors to the stocks that are 
gathered In each night at Wallabout Market, that 
great Brooklyn clearing house for edibles. 


This season, blessed with good weather to an un- 


usual degree, ho has raised enough potatoes to feed 
for a.time all the residents of a small city. 
He. 


told tho interviewed quite nonchalantly how the forty 
acres of land that he uses for the production of po- 
tatoes, had netted him, since the beginning of July 
16,000 bushels. It takes three bushels to fill a bar- 
rel, and Mr. Suydam this year obtained for each of 
the great host of barrels of 
the "apple 
of 
tha 


earth" ho sold, $4.75. 


"Of course," supplemented this New York City 


farmer, with delightful nalvette, "the season Is not 
nearly over yet. Wo will havo at least a few weeks 
more of raising." 


This amazing crop, however, Atr. Suydam con- 


tinued, is the best ho has ever had. 
Another re- 


markable crop w,i3 raised by John H. Tx>H, and 
these big crops have been supplemented by othtr 
Flatlands farmer*.

s The first delivery of arms, as demanded 
by Admiral Du Pournet, commander of 
the entente squadron, consists of ten bat- 
teries of mountain fruns. Failure to com- 
ply with the demand by December 1 will 
result in measures being: taken by the 
admiralty. 


It is reported that the Greek mln- 


Istry has decided to make no resistance i 
to the demand, though e'arlier In the day 
rumors were current 'to the effect that 
any attempt on the part of Fournet's 
etjuadron to enforce the ultimatum would 
precipitate hostilities. 


As late as 1 o'clock In the afternoon 


there were persistent reports that the 
cabinet would resign. 


Shortly after noon King Constantine 


called Christo.kis Sosraphos, former gen- 
eral minister, to the palace. 


Admiral 
du Fournet's note, entente 


diplomats say, reviews at length the 
argument justifying- this refusal to sur- 
render 'arms, refers again to France's 
proposal to pay for tlie arms or replace 
them after the war, declares that the 
entente allies powers do not make the 
demand 
because they are in need of 


armament, but because they feel that the 
war materials in Greece would bo better 
employed in defending Macedonia "for 
the liberty of which Hellenic blood has 
BO often been spilled," than stored in the 
arsenals.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES AT 


VERDUN, Nov. 25.—It is not at nil 
improbable that 
with the 
eventful 


perspective ' of time some poet will 
sine the sons of "The Four Thousand 
Automobiles of Verdun." 


"When he does, he: will bo paying a 


just tribute, not only to the French 
srenius for organization, but to one of 
the most remarkable feats of organ- 
ization which the war has produced. 


The 4000 automobiles of Verdun no 


longer exist, numerous hastily con- 
structed linos of railways having- now 
entirely supplanted them; but there 
still remain about Verdun a number 
of veteran army chauffeurs who lovo 
to repeat the story of that endless 
100-kilometer chain of automobiles 
that for months never ceased for a 
single second of tho day or night, a 
march as steady and as continual as 
that of the world about Its orbit. 
It 


was from these veteran 
chauffeurs 
that 1 learned some of'the details of 
the great feat that is already assum- 
ing a half-poetic, half-romantic as- 
pect. 


When the Germans began their big 


drive last February against Verdun, 
the nearest railway head from which 
the French could bring up their mu- 
nitions and supplies was at Bar le 
Due, some fifty kilometers away and 
connected with Verdun by a single 
roadway capable of sustaining heavy 
motor-truck traffic. • 


It was over this one roadway that 


Franca 
immediately established 
its 


endless chain of 
4000 automobiles 


They maintained a uniform distance 
from each other of twenty yards and 
moved at a uniform rate of one j'ard 
a second. 
There was only one order 


to be observed, and that was never 
for a single second of tho night or 
day must anything stop or slacken 
this endless, ever-revolving chain. 


If 
a 
chauffeur 
discovered 
that 


something was going wrong with his 
machine, his one duty was to run the 
automobile into the ditch before he 
should be obliged to stop .in the road- 
way and- clog the entire endless chain. 


At al! hours of the day and night 


there passed up and down the side of 
the 
fifty-kilometer 
roadway 
gangs 


of 
automobile 
repair men. 
They 


hastily examined each machine as i't 
had been run into tho ditch at the 
slightest indication o£ something go- 
ing wrong. 
If it was found that it 


could be quickly repaired, it was re- 
paired and thrust back into line. 
If 


it was found that the accident was 
serious, the auto was ruthlessly cast 
aside, the repair gang merely carry- 
ing away the more essential and Im- 
portant parts for iise In making other 
repairs. 


. Tho cost of a single auto at" that 
time was not worth tho loss of a sec- 
ond to France, and Prance unhes- 
itatingly 
flung the 
crippled autos 


asUlo. 


No road in the world could havo 


sustained this endless chain of heavy 
traffic without constant repairs, and 
here again French srenius solved the 
problem of keeping up this one road- 
way, which for months was tho sole 
artery on which her existence de- 
pended, without ever for a single sec- 
ond stopping; the ceaseless ro)l of mu- 
nition camions. 


A stono was found for macadamiz- 


ing- the rond sufficiently soft as to be 
crushed under the wheels of the autos 
Jhemselves without the need of tho 
customary steam "crushing roller. 


This stone was distributed along 


both sides of tho roadway for the 
entire fifty kilometers, together with 
gangs of road repairers. 
The instant 


a hole or worn place appeared in the 
roadway a workman 
rushed In be- 


tween two automobiles and deposited 
a shovelful of the soft stone on the 
spot. Ho leaped back In time to per- 
mit the approaching auto to pass 
over it, -crushing: it Into tho roadbed, 
and as this auto cleared It a second 
man leaped In between it and tho 
next machine with another shovelful 
of 
stone, 
this 
continuing till 
tho 


weakened spot was again perfectly 
macadamized. 


For full three months, until rail- 


ways could be built In, France kept 
up this endless chain of 4000 autos, 
20.00 moving- up one side of the road- 
way from Bar de Duo as the other 
2000 moved down the opposite from 
Verdun, without ever halting for a 
single instant either for auto or road 
repairs, or for a lack of material for 
either. 


In this epic of organization, Amer- 


icans played a glorious part. 
The 


4000 automobiles of Verdun, which 
were all the one road could carry, in- 
cluded also the ambulance autos that 
brought back the wounded. 
Many of 


these wounded were urgent cases, 
where life depended on immediate 
operations, and yet these auto ambu- 
lances could only move at the estab- 
lished rate of one ynrd per second. 


Hundreds of lives would for this 


reason have been lost had it not been 
for the field sections of the Amer- 
ican 
ambulance. 
Equipped 
with 
small, light, speedy cars, rush surgi- 
cal cases were Riven to these Amer- 
ican drivers. 
They were not placed 


In the endless chain, but they were 
allowed to dart into the Intervening 
space of sixty feet and then make 
their way forward as best they could 
opd far faster than the procession.

Philippines and other iskmds will assert 
their rights. 
That nation will do tha 


most for the cause of humanity which, 
recognizes the rlsht of these islands to 
govern themselves. 
The United States 


Is arnoner the foremost to recognize this 
capacity and give them a chance to 
develop." 
The speaker defined the South Sea Isl- 


ands as Including the Philippines, Java, 
Borneo, Sumatra, Celebes, New Guinea, 
the Malay Peninsula and thousands of 
smaller groups. 
He placed their total 


population at 63,001),000, and pointed out 
that nearly one-half of these resided In 
Java a'lone. The sparseness of the pop- 
ulation elsewbere, formerly duo to th» 
slave traffic, wns now tho result of dis- 
ease—malaria, fever1, dysentery, small- 
pox and cholera. 
"If we can free the

With Mrs, Ahby Qunn Bilker, in chargo 
of the collection, nnd instructed' liar to 
heloot some of the plecon of old" china, 
Klass and plate, which were stored in 
white HOIIBB closets, and place them in 
the new cabinet.

ncreaae of women workers, exclusive of 
'Urely feminine occupations, was 866,000. 
Of these 766,000 directly replaced male 
abor. In other words, more than three- 
luarters of a million women left their 
homes to release that number of men 
or military service.

tbo women went Into the munition plants 
•wh,ere a considerable number of them 
'lave given up their lives In "doing their 
jit."

Trial of County Prosecutor

VIENNA, Nov. 25.—Tho war has hit 
the trades and organized labor of Aus- 
tria a blow that Is.almost stunning. The 
total membership has been reduced to 
177,133 from 416,195, the figure In 1913; 
thirty of tho fifty-two organizations that 
are banded together in tha ao-callod 
"Imperial commission" have less than a 
thousand members aploce now; afld the 
incomes of about half of the aasopia- 
tions have been BO reduced that Ihey 
were exceeded by expenditures.

When gasoline was 10 to 12 cents n. 


gallon, the American designer*paid not 
KO much attention to economy as he hns 
during the last year, and many faults In 
construction which caused n loss of fuel 
efficiency were overlooked. 


With the rise 1n the price of gasoline 


however, and the threatening cast of 
futuro skies, their attention wns directed 
at onoe to developing nnd perfecting the 
motor to the highest point of fuel effi- 
ciency. 


One manufacturer. Benjamin Brlscoe 


had the foresight to predict the present 
condition of affairs, and from the first 
conception of his car kept In-'mlnd econ- 
omy as the prime requirement. 
Perhapa 


one of the big reasons for this was that

designed 
and 
built 
In 


France, with tho expert advice of Amer- 
' lea, Germany, France and Switzerland's 


finest automobile engineers, and at a 
time when petrol was selling for 50 cents 
a gallon. 


An automobile designed to meet prlco 


conditions which obtained here, believed 
Mr, Briscoe, would he efficient nnd able 
to meet every possllilo cowt conf'lltlon, 
and much time of the designer* and 
porfectora of 
tha Brlscoe motor

epent In considering tho all-Important 
question of high mileage per gallon of 
fuel. 


Much money was spent In perfecting 


tho motor to Its present state of high 
efficiency. Half a million doll.ira was the 
cost chalked up against It before Mr. 
Brlscoe decided that it was ready for 
th& market. 


The story of 
(he 
hnlf-mllllon-dollar 


motor U> a romantic one. Paris, home of 
many of tho heat Ideas In mechanics. 
jui well as art and mu.flc, was chosen as 
the proper place In which to design It. 
The Frenchman does not build primar- 
ily for power. 
He builds for economy of 
"--i eensumnUon. But to sncot con- 


ditions in America, when building a car 
for the man of moderate means, it Js 
necessary to have both fuel economy 
and power. 


That Is the answer to the Immense 


cost of tho Briscoo motor. 
It meant a 


combination of two motor practices, and 
It meant the employing of engineers who 
were familiar with one or the other 
style, and who were open minded enough 
to find the way these two aJms of motor 
building could be combined. 


Tlie first man called into consultation 


was 
Slzalre, 
known 
throughout 
the 


world as one of the foremost construct- 
ors of Europe, and tho man who brought 
out the long- stroke, small-bore motor.

Isola- 
tion from attack or Invasion, plenty 
of land for aviation school and A 
wonderful waterway which would re- 
quire but little dredging of an Inex- 
pensive nature.

in New York, Chicago and other East- 
ern communities, produce dealers have

termined upon a boycott of all citrus 
fruit secured through the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange. 
Until the comblna-' 


tlon drops tho price local commission 
men maintain that they will refuse to 
purchase the fruit grown in the state. 
It Is thought that commission men of 
Oakland and other cities nearby rnay 
ioin tho move In the near future. 


Some of the reasons advanced by the 


produce men for the boycott ore as fol- 
lows: 


San Francisco consumers are pay- 


Ing from 10 to 15 cents per dozen 
more for oranges than the consumers 
in any other city in the country. 


WJth 
orange 
orchards 
within a 


hundred miles o£ San Francisco, New 
York buys California's products more 
cheaply than San Francisco. 


The California Fruit Growers' Ex- 


change charges San Francisco mer- 
chants a flat rate of from $3.35 to 
J3.50 p«r box for fancy oranges. 


California oranges in the East are 


sold through auction markets; but " 
the exchange makes no reduction to 
local dealers, no matter what the 
price Is iq. the East 
"Wo Blmply cannot handle oraiiges this 


Beason at the high prices being charged 
by the exchange," said a Washington 
street dealer today, "and. unless they 
Jower their prices we will not handle 
them at all. At the present prices oranges 
and lemons are a losing proposition. 


• "San Francisco commission merchants 
have always paid higher prices, f. o. .b. 
for California, oranges than any other 
market, and this year conditions are a 
little worse than usual. 


"Until a few days ago we were pay-

men will be placed before tho Oregon 
State Legislature when It meets the

This act provides that women may not 


work for wages more than forty-eight 
hourn a week. 
It does not, however, 


limit their labor to eight hours a day. 
The Idea Is ^that women may work more 
than eight hours five dnys a. week, BO 
they may have a half-holiday on Satur- 
days. 


The law ta modeled generally after 


tho California law.' Father O'Hara, a

be hanging of Charles Cora by the ViS- 
lantcs ot ':>5. and as Is usually tho case 
with this atory It was retold with many 
Inaccuracies and with the omission of an 
Important historical fact of which It Is 
well to be reminded. The story waa re- 
told apropos of the finding of Charles 
Cora's grave in a neglected corner of the 
Calvary Cemetery just south of Geary 
street. Not more than a block away from 
this spot lies the body of Colonel E. D. 
Baker which the people of Oregon have 
more than once expressed a wish to 
transport to the State which he repre- 
sented in tho Senate of his country when 
he enlisted for the Civil War wherein 
ho was killed. Baker's connection with 
the Cora case, or rather, -what came of 
It, Is the historical fact whereof r think 
it well to bo reminded. For Baker was a 
great, a good and a brave man who died 
a hero, a martyr to his patriotism, and 
his experience in this city points a moral 
which the 
community never should bo 


permitted to forgot. 
Of this experience 


General John A. Collins wrote thus: 


"Some years ago tho people of San 


Francisco chased away a man who took

AN FRANCISCO, Nov. 25.— 
One of the disclosures of the 
official count is that Francis 
J. Heney received the largest 
vote for presidential elector. 
Heney was originally a Dem- 
ocrat, but he went reform- 
ing and performed as a Re- 
publican and then as a Pro- 
gressive before returning to 
the fold. 
His big vote now

several ways. He is au fait with the national 


administration for one thing, and considers himself 
in line for the governorship for another. Indeed, it 
is understood that he hasjJecided to be a candidate 
two years 'hence. That effort being successful, he 
will be in the limelight for the senatorship four 
years hence. These possibilities are not believed to 
be relished by the Republican Governor, or by the 
Democratic Senator. 
The Governor and Heney 


started out by hunting in pairs. Their ways defi- 
nitely parted two years ago, when the -Governor 
was accused by Heney of not toting fair." The overt 
split was > at Los Angeles, when Heney was not in- 
vited to participate at a mass meeting, but partici- 
pated nevertheless. He will be scarcely less a prob- 
lem to the Federal brigade in California than to his 
former co-workers in the Progressive ranks. The re- 
cent vote shows that he still has a considerable mo- 
mentum from the graft prosecution days, and this, 
added to the newer propulsion, is likely to send him 
so far into favor with a certain element that he will 
be a formidable figure to leaders who may have 
thought they were rid of him—the Democrats 
through his desertion of the party when he went 
off with the Progressive movement, and the Pro- 
gressives through the attempt of their leader to lose 
him. It was a wise and experienced political head 
that once made the observation that you can never 


' count out a man who is persistently active in poli- 
tics. He may meet with reverses that would seem 
to spell his finish, but if he keeps at it, and has a 
keen eye for opportunity, he is somewhat more 
than likely to come to the surface again. 
The Discussion Keeps Up 


The queries persist as to who or what was .re- 


sponsible for the loss of California to the Repub- 
licans. Leading eastern papers are quite frank in 
their discussion of it. The minor press takes it up 
in even more candid fashion, as is the habit of the 
minor press. It is recited, for instance, that Roose- 
velt was kept out of Ohio through alleged fear of 
the German-American vote, after he had been billed 
to speak in Cincinnati; and that he was kept out of 
California at the behest of the Republican man- 
agers, reason not*stated; but that he spoke in New 
York, Illinois, Maine, Michigan and New Jersey, 
and the result was not. disastrous to the Re- 
publican cause. In connection with the claim 
that one of the things that might have changed 
the 
result was bringing Roosevelt to Califor- 


nia, it is disclosed that his coming after having 
been decided upon, or at least after he had evinced a 
willingness to come, was ruled against by those in 
authority. Roosevelt has a very enthusiastic fol- 
lowing in California, and it is asserted by those who 
are assigning reasons for the result that had he 
come, and had he held forth, in a series of his usual 
impetuous speeches, the number of votes necessary 
to reverse the decision would have been influenced. 
But for some reason the controlling forces did not' 
want the former president to come here and help. 
The objection that was urged in Ohio certainly could 
not have had force here. Concerning things that 
were done and that might advantageously have been 
left undone, the woman's special train that crossed 
the continent, and met everywhere with such a 
mixed reception, is in point. Coming nearer home 
it has been asserted that the strike of waiters at the 
Commercial Club, on the occasion of the lunch to 
Hughes,/influenced enmigh votes to turn the scale. 
It is argued that the railroad controversy came 
along immediately after, and that the Republican 
.candidate, dining and speaking at a function where 
non-union waiters were employed, had its deadly ef- 
fect on a certain labor vote with Republican lean- 
ings.

Open Shop Cards Taken Down 


There are now no pickets to be seen in front of 


restaurants and cafes. These places have met the 
situation by withdrawing the open-shop Beards from 
the windows. The strike of the culinary workers 
not only failed, but was the incentive of the 
initiative ordinance prohibiting picketing. This 
strike was contrary to the brainier labor leaders, 
who foresaw what was likely to happen. But they 
were powerless to do anything, and -it looks as 
though the outcome has disrupted the culinary 
trades. For if an establishment will, refrain from a 
display of the open-shop card it can get all the 
union employees it desires, without a concession of 
any kind. For the first time in a great many years 
San Francisco is free of the rather familiar spec- 
tacle to residents, but rather1 rare one to visitors, 
of a boycott in progress. For in no other city has 
the practice -been a continuous performance as it 
has been here. In some other cities there are erup- 
tions of strikes, for a time exemplifying the strug- 
gle between employer and employee; but the irrita- 
tion is not continuous. The result, it is believed, 
will be to give labor disputes a different status, 
wherein settlements will be possible without the 
coercive attempt to bring the employer to time by 
injuring his business or thwarting his efforts to 
carry on his enterprises. This'is especially true of 
such lines of employment as the culinary trades. 
And such old-time scenes as characterized the team- 
sters' strike, and later that of street car workers, 
will be impossible. There is- a feeling-' that San Fran- 
cisco started upon an upward trend in the passage 
of the anti-picketing ordinance. 
More intelligent 


organized labor is seeing it. The.general opinion is 
that the relations of those who want to work and 
those who want work done have been vastly im- 
proved by the verdict in the matter of picketing. 
Assistant Secretary Mather 


When Hon. Stephen T. Mather, Assistant Secre- 


tary of the Interior, made his appearance at the 
Commercial Club Tuesday noon on the occasion of 
the complimentary luncheon tendered him by the 
Commercial Club and the Chamber of Commerce, he 
•went among old classmates and friends, and the 
greetings were in the nature of renewing old ac- 
quaintanceships rather than of making new ones. 
For Secretary Mather is a native. He was born in 
San Francisco July 4, 1867. Not only that, but he 
is a graduate of the University of California. His 
class was that of 1887—-the class that turned'out 
Will Magee, J. K. Moffitt, Warren Gregory, W. W. 
Sanderson and others who have attained financial, 
commercial, professional and social eminence. He 
took the degree of Doctor of Literature. Immedi- 
ately he went to New York and for six years was 
connected with the New York Sun. That was in the 
elder Dana's time, when to be a Sun man was almost 
to have a halo. Mather then turned his attention 
to commercial pursuits and became the Chicago 
manager of the Pacific Coast Borax Company; then 
the vice-president of the Brighton Chemical Com- 
pany ; then one of the principals of the Thorkildsen- 
Mather Company, and he was interested in other 
borax and chemical concerns. Here popular rumor 
steps in to the effect that, having acquired a fortune 
in the various enterprises with which he had been 
connected, he turned his attention to civic affairs. 
Franklin K. Lane needing him in the Interior De- 
partment, both on account of his technical knowl- 
edge and experience and of his high personal char- 
acter, tendered him an assistant secretaryship of 
the interior, which he accepted January 22, 1915. 
Lane was a graduate of the class preceding that of 
Mather, and they were close friends in college. So 
Secretary Mather comes into no new environment 
when he visits San Francisco, and on this occasion 
met a company with which he was half acquainted 
and at once became wholly congenial. The assist- 
ant secretary does not appear to be one of those 
who travel with an announcer, and his coming was 
quiet; but San Francisco did him that honor it is 
wont to do her sons who achieve.

City Hospital Held Up 


While the anti-picketing ordinance has gone a 


great way to settle labor tribulations, there are still 
some troubles that arose before that measure was 
enacted and that remain to be disposed of. The 
Building Trades are the most thoroughly organized 
of any labor bodies, and are managed with the most 
ability. The building situation here is very peculiar, 
because the steel that enters into the fram'ework of 
all big buildings is rolled and mostly fabricated in 
open shops in the east. 
Organized labor does not 


object to handling this material, but it objects to 
handling it through any open-shop concern in this 
city. As most of the big contractors here run open 
shop this results in strange contests. One of these 
is now under way. The new city hospital has been 
a case of arrested development for five weeks. The 
contract for erecting the iron was let to Dyer Broth- 
ers. 
This is an open-shop concern. There is a 


State law requiring contractors, in erecting steel 
frames for buildings, to lay floors in every story, 
for the protection of workmen, so that they will 
only fall one story if they lose their footing. This 
provision is not always enforced; but latterly when 
open-shop contractors are to be disciplined they are 
made to obey it, which entails expense and trouble, 
to no real purpose. One wing of the hospital was 
erected without this law being complied with. The 
housesmiths were called off another wing and the 
contractors were notifieid that work could not pro- 
ceed till the floors had been laid in the wing where 
the iron work had been completed. There remained 
seven rivets to drive and clinch in the 'work which 
the housesmiths were called off of. There have 
been several conferences between the contractors, 
uiu'bh officials and city and county officials and the 
mayor over this matter, but a solution seems to 
elude the efforts of everybody.

Hunter's Point is oh .the list of bites for a naval 


base on the bay of San Francisco, but there is some 
fear among those interested in locating the naval 
base in this city that the site will get the overlook 
through an unexpected cause. The nucleus for 
the proposed station of course is to be the 
Union Iron Works and docks. But these embrace 
only six acres of ground, while the government 
wants a square mile, or 640 acres. The availability 
of the Hunter's Point site being conceded, a 
syndicate has secured an option on 260 acres 
of the square mile that is required, with 
the 


expectation 
of making a big killing. 
The 


figure at which this is to be acquired from the own- 
ers is something like a half-million, but the price 
which the syndicate expects to realize ia something 
like two millions. This will leave a large area still 
to be acquired, and it ia realized that the aggre- 
gate will mount to such a figure that Sari Francis- 
cans fear there is danger of the government turn- 
ing elsewhere. 
If millions beyond what ought to 


be paid are exacted for a site, other localities will 
have an advantage. Another site is California City. 
The_ government already has a foothold here in a 
coaling station. On the.Alameda county side two 
sites are being urged—one at Albany and the other 
on San Leandro bay. 
Shipbuilding Mystery 


Anybody who can build a ship, or who can get a 


ship built, or who can do anything at all in that 
direction, may now find his' opportunity. There is 
a big scheme in the wind that newspaper men and 
others are trying to run down. Only fragments of 
it can be learned, and these cannot yet be pieced 
together to make a comprehensive story. One of 
the fragments is to the effect that a man is here 
with authority to contract for the building of four- 
teen ships of 10,000 tons each, at $140 a ton, and 
that he can secure delivery of the steel for the work. 
As every plant on this side of the continent already 
has more work than it can do in two years, it is 
surmised that this is a bid for some one to start 
another shipbuilding yard on a gigantic scale. Some 
ingenious persons who look at such things from 
every angle are saying that the mayor's vacation 
has connection with this mysterious enterprise. 
At the Exposition Grounds 


A new roof is being put over the California build- 


ing on the exposition grounds, to better preserve 
the valuable hardwood floors and other interior 
finish susceptible to damage from winter rains. 
This is being done as a matter of necessity, since it 
is foregone that the building is to be converted into 
a normal school. The work is being done by the 
exposition management, but will be paid for by the 
State Commission, which still has some fourteen 
thousand dollars of its original fund of five mil- 
lions. The success of the art exhibition has been 
most gratifying, both to the Art Association and 
the Preservation League. An elaborate system of 
checking the attendance, made readily possible by 
requiring visitors to sign their names and residen- 
ces, has enabled them to keep accurate tab on the 
character of the attendance. 
Macf arlane on Goethals 


Peter C. Macfarlane, author of novels and writer 


of Panama Canal literature, is in town. He admits 
that he is here after "color," which presages an- 
other romance from his pen in the near future. He 
explains that he has to have the environment, but 
after execution he hies away to New York for a 
period to attend to the commercial side of his ef- 
forts. He presents a most prosperous ensemble, hav- 
ing shed the clerical seeming, albeit still entering 
the pulpit on occasion and reverting to the former 
profession with a readiness that his striking suc- 
cess in the field of authorship has not extinguished. 
Macfarlane has written more intimately of the 
Panama Canal, its construction and the various 
features of the great enterprises than any other 
professional writer. He has made a number of 


visits to the canal zone under the most favorable 
auspices, and enjoys a friendly acquaintance with 
Colonel Goethals and others who have had to do 
with the great undertaking. The acquaintance with 
Goethals and familiarity with conditions there nat- 
urally caused him to be greatly interested in the re- 
cent report of the Colonel, in which he replies to 
critics"" with some asperity and gives reassuring 
statements as to the canal status. Macfarlane sub- 
stantiates what the country has generally under- 
stood as to the great executive ability of the man 
who has had most to do with the excavation and 
construction of the canal. On one of his visits he 
walked the nine miles through Culebra cut with 
Goethals, and had the opportunity of hearing from 
him an intimate explanation of much of the detail 
work. Such is Macfarlane's opinion of Goethals 
that his concluding observation was this: "If this 
country goes into war, the man to place at the head 
of the army is Colonel Goethals." 
Two Views of the Club Robbery 


The attempted robbery of the Pacific Union Club 


has been taken in two ways. It has awakened the 
so-called wits. They are recounting that time out 
of mind it has been difficult to break into that aris- 
tocratic organization. That you had to have great 
wealth, or great gifts, or powerful sponsors, or 
something out of the ordinary, to get into the sacred 
precincts; and sometimes it was impossible to ef- 
fect an entrance with these agencies in one's favor; 
but here were five persons without any of them, 
who got right in and no questions asked. Gavin 
McNab, acknowledged wit of the town, has led this 
phase of the idea. The other phase that has en- 
gaged attention of serious people is the ease with 
which a robbery can be pulled off in such a consid- 
erable haunt of men. That it was not successful is 
due to the crude calculation of its perpetrators. It 
was probably the work of amateurs. 
If amateurs 


can do as well as that, what could experienced hands 
do ? The uncomfortable deduction is that any place 
of business in the city is subject to such raid at any 
time. There are many that must be a more shin- 
ing mark than this club was. Other clubs, most of 
the cafes, and a long list of places where money is 
accumulated during the day from the course of busi- 
ness, might be in the category. Naturally there is 
criticism of the police. Perhaps this is in some part 
undeserved; but there must be some justification 
for the contention that too many such crimes are 
occurring in San Francisco. The city is not made 
inhospitable enough for the crook. In no city in 
the world does he find his opportunity as he does 
here. It is inevitable that the police can not fore- 
stall crime of this sort; but the further fact is: 
They almost never round up the perpetrators. The 
latest attempt may inspire a joke, but it must also 
cause thought as to the frequency of such crime, 
and the prevalence in our midst of such criminals. 
The McAdoos Arrive 


While Secretary and Mrs. McAdoo are in San 


Francisco they are to be the guests of Senator Phe- 
lan. The secretary announces that his visit has not 
the slightest political significance; but all the'lnern- 
bers of the federal brigade are.none the less appre- 
hensive. It is realized that the secretary is rather 
ruthless in his methods, and that there is great 
scope for action in California—many good jobs, •' 
much opportunity to parcel out rewards. Also it is 
realized that there will be less figuring as to future 
effects. There is no further need to erect political ' 
bulwarks. This is the last term and there is no 
planning for the future. The way in which the sec- 
retary emptied the.places when he took up the port- 
folio, regardless of unexpired terms or anything, is 
accepted as his way of doing, and he may start the 
clearing-out process while here, or at least post 
himself for action on his return.

That adds to the mystery and has 
set people to guessing. One guess is that he is go- 
ing to Honolulu. Some months ago the statement 
was made to The Knave that about the holiday time 
the mayor expected to take a sea voyage to Central 
or South American ports on business. 'But the 
potent fact is that he has not as yet gone any- 
where, but has succeeded in arousing considerable 
curiosity as to where he is going, if he is going any- 
where, and as to why he should want a month's 
leave if he is not.

NO "SUNDAY" PRESIDENT. 


The re-election of President Wilson has avoided 
the 


settlement of a very interesting question. 
Quite a few 


persons had concerned themselves with the problem as to 


who would dispense Presidential functions on March 4, 
1917. 
That date, falling upon Sunday, is a legal holi- 


day. 
It was pointed out that, inasmuch as Mr. Wilson's 


first term expires at midnight in the night of March 3. and 
that the new President would be unable to execute the 
>alh of office until March 5, there would be a hiatus of 
one day, during which the Nation actually would be with- 
out a President. 


Mr. Wilson, however, has decided lhat he will con- 


tinue in office throughout March 4, March 5, and 
four 


years thereafter. 
While not contemplating that it will be 


necessary lo discharge any important duties on Sunday, 
the 4lh, Mr. Wilson will take the oath of office on that 
day for such emergency as m?>~ arise, and repeal the cere- 
mony on the following Monday. 


It happens thai this is the first time the question has 


arisen since March 4, 1821, nearly a hundred years ago, 
when President Monroe started upon his second adminis- 
tration. 
It appears from the archives in (he State Depart- 


ment lhat similar discussions were then held 
as lo the 


proper procedure. 
One opinion has persisted unlil this 


date lhat Vice-President Tompkins of New York was 
President for the twenty-four hours of March 4, 1821. 


Chief Justice John Marshall in a letter to Secretary of 


State John Quincy Adams, dated February 20, 1821, 
shows lhat official exchanges were had in the matter. 
Mr. 


Justice Marshall cannot be said to have settled the ques- 
tion definitely, but he indicated his opinion that no neces- 
sity existed for imposing upon the nation a new President 
for a day. 
A letter from Mr. Justice Marshall to Mr. 


Adams says in part: 


I have conversed with my brethren on the sub-ject

Grand Sherif 


Hussein, head of the Caliphate of Mecca, aspires to be 
the spiritual leader of all Mohammedanism. . It Was this 
aspiration, supported by the British viceroy of India, Lord 
Curzon. lhat caused him, over a year ago, to declare his 
independence of the Sublime Porte at Constantinople. 
Lord Curzon's part has been of vital importance. Besides 
giving Grand Sherif Hussein material support, he has ad- 
vanced his standing with ihe Arabians and the Moslem 
population of Mesopotamia immeasurably by confirming 
the legal claim of Hussein to the Mohammedan heirarchy. 


This matter has been in dispute between the Caliph at 


Mecca and the Sultan of the Turkish empire for just four 
hundred years. 
The religious supremacy of the Sultan 


has always rested upon the claim that the dignity was 
ceded to Sultan Selim, the conqueror of Egypt, by ihe 
last Fatimile caliph, al Cairo, in 1516. While disputing 
the authority of a descendant of Mohammed's daughter, 
Fatima, to cede away any of the spiritual privileges lo one 
not himself a descendant of Mohammed, the grand sherif 
of Mecca has established his claims upon olher ground. 
He is an Arab of purest slock and trace? his ancestry 
directly to the founder of Mohammedanism through the 
paternal line. 
The conflict between ecclesiastical Mecca 


and Corislanlinople has been a long and bitler one and 
has caused more than one rebellion in Arabia. 


Lord Curzon's profound erudition regarding Moham- 


medan geneology and the legal rights of the caliphate, as 
opposed to the Turkish Sultan, may therefore be said to 
have enabled the founding of a new political kingdom. It 
remains yet to be seen whether sufficient force exists lo 
maintain the Englishman's interpretation. If the outcome 
of the war results in the break-up of Turkish sovereignty 
in Asia, the new kingdom may have a glorious future. II 
the central powers should be victorious, ihere will be more 
bloodshed in the Arabian desert. In any event ihe king- 
dom of Arabia and the new kingdom of Poland are in 
similar position as regards iheir future.

intelligence of his election until afler the 4th of 
March. This occurred at ihe' first election. 


Undoubtedly, 
on 
any pressing emergency the 


President might take the] oalh in the fust hour of the 
4th of March; but it has never been thought neces- 
sary so lo do, and he has always named such hour as 
he deemed most convenient. 
If any circumstances 


should render it unfit to take the oalh on the 4lh of 
March, and ihe public business would sustain no in- 
jury by its being deferred lill the 5lh, no impropriety 
is perceived in deferring il lill the 5lh. Whether the 
fact that the 4th of March comes this year on Sun- 
day be such a circumstance may, perhaps, depend 
very much on public opinion and feeling.

the proudest national Institutions. Born 
in 1846, the son of a Polish country .squire, 
Henry Slenktowicz was educated entirely 
In Poland, finishing at the University of 
Warsaw. 
While still In college he gave 


evidence of his literary talent In a mono- 
graph upon a famous Polish poet of tho 
sixteenth century, Szarznskl. 
Such es- 


says have always to bo -written by the 
scholars, but Slonklowlcz's was so .far 
above the average composition that it at- 
tracted the attention of the professors 
and was, published by special request. Ho 
then began to write chort stories over the 
signature of "LHwos" (Lithuanian). . 


At the age of 22, after he had left the 


university, he began H gypsy life, which 
led him to every corner of Poland. 
To 


this pnrloxl of his career ho owes the Inti- 
mate.knowledge of his native land, which 
is so striking a feature of his historical 
novels. From Poland ho drifted to Rus- 
sia, at one time editing a newspaper In 
St. Petersburg. 


In 1877, whllo In Paris, ho became In 


tereated 1n the scheme to found In Amer- 
ica a Polish commonwealth of expatrlatec 
artists and musicians.
